DENIED GUILT, BUT SET UP NO

His Whereabouts on the 
Day of Robbery. 


SCOTTSVILLE. Ky., March 22 ~Around 


the suburbs of Scottsville, dressed as an 
ordinary farm laborer and performing the 
Guties entailed by the ownership of a farm 
of ridgeland, may be seen a man who has, 
perhaps, attained as much unenviable no- 
toriety as any other man in the state of 
Kentucky. 

His name is Tom Hunt, and the mere 
mention of it recalls the famous Mammoth 


Cave stage robbery, and the subsequent 
arrest, trial, conviction and pardon of Hunt 
for a crime with which he had no connec- 
tion. His unfortunate resemblance to Jesse 
James, the Missouri bandit, however, came 
near costing him a term in the peniten- 
tlary. 

At the trial, which was conducted at 
Glasgow, three of the passengers on the ill- 
fat stage positively identified Hunt as 
the spokesman of the gang who held up 
and robbed them, and conviction was in- 
evitable. 

Hunt might have thrown a flood of light 
on the subject had he chosen to prove his 
whereabouts on the day of the robbery, yet 
he remained sullen and quiet, except to 
pronounce as a ‘**—— lie” the identification 
as testified to by the three witnesses. 

When the lamented Judge Roundtree, one 
of the robbed passengers, was placed on the 
stand, he was possessed of a different mind 
to that held by his fellow passengers in 
régard to the gullt of the man on trial, and 
further than to say that “he bears a strik- 
ing resemblance to the leader of the gang, 
but if he is the man then my faith in my 
own recollection is very much shaken,”’ he 
would not go. 

However, the evidence was conclusive to 
the mind of the jury, and a term in the pen- 
itentlary was given Hunt. Before being 
carried from the Glasgow ja‘l to the penl- 
tentiary at Trankfort, Bob Ford assassin- 
ted Jesse James in Missouri, and on the 
Andit’s person were found the watch 
which had been taken from Judge Round- 
tree, and other indisputable evidence of the 
guilt of James and the innocence of Hunt. 

At about the same time one of the James 
gang, then confined in the Stillwater, Minn., 

nitentiary. made a confession of the 

ammoth Cave stage robbery. and recited 
where some of the jewelry had been hid- 
der.

BY JAMES CARDINAL GIBBONS 

Religion is the bond that unites man 
with his Creator. It is a virtue by which 
due honor and worship are pafd to God. It 
embraces all these fundamental truths that 
involve God's sovereignty over us and our 
entire dependence on Him. I employ the 
term religion here in its broadest and most 
comprehensive sense, as embodying the ex- 
istence of God; His infinite power and know- 


ledge: His providence over us; the reco ni- 
tion of a divine law; the moral freedom 
and responsibility of man; the distinction 
between good and evii; the duty of render- 
ing our homage to God, and justice and 
charity to our neighbor; and finally, the 
existenee of a future state of rewards and 
punishments. 

I hold that religion is the only solid basis 
of society. If the social edifice rests not 
on this eternal and immutable foundation 
it will soon crumble to pleces. It would 
be as vain to attempt to establish soc-ety 
without religion as to erect a palace in the 
air or on shifting sands, or to ope to reap 
a crop from seed scattered on the ocean's 
surface. Religion is to society what cement 
is to the building; it makes all parts com- 
sact and coherent. ‘‘He who destroys re- 
igion,”’ says Plato, “‘overthrows the foun- 
dations of human society.’ 

The social body is composed of individu- 
als who have constant relations with one 
another; and the very life and preserva- 
tion of society demand that the members of 
the community discharge toward one anoth- 
er various and complex duties. 

What does society require of yvur rulers 
and magistrates? What does it require of 
you? It demands of your rulers that they 
dispense justice with an even hand. It de- 
mands of you that you be loyal to your 
coutnry. zealous in her defense, faithful 
in the observance of her laws, coscientious 
in the payment of imposts and taxes for her 
maintenance and support. It demands that 
you be scrupulous in observing your oathgs 
and vows, just in the fulfillment of your 
contracts and er ne honest in your 
dealings and truthful in your promises. It 
demands that you honor and respect your 
lawful superiors, that you be courteous to- 
ward your equals, condescending to your tn- 
feriors, faithful to your friends, magnanli- 
mous to your enemies and merciful to the 
poor and oppressed. It demands of the 
married couple conjugal fidelity, of parents 
provident vigilance, of children filial love. 
In a word, it demands that you “render to 
all men their dues: tribute to whom tribute 
is due; custom, to whom custom; fear, to 
whom fear: honor, to whom honor; and 
that you “render to Cesar th things 
that are Cesar’s, and to God the tilings that 
are God's.” 


Must Be a Motive 
for These Things. 

How can these social virtues be practiced 
without suficient motives? These motives 
must be strong and powerful, because you 
have passions and self-interest to overcome 
They must be universal, because they are 
binding on all members of society. They | 
must be permanent, because they apply to 
all times and places. 

What motives, religion apart, are forcible 
enough to compel iegisiators, rulers and 
magistrates to be equitable and impartial 
in their decisions? Vhat guarantee have 
we that they will not be biased by prejudice 
and self-interest? Will a thirst for fame 
and a desire for public approbation prove 
a sufficient incentive for them to do right? 
How often *has  ~»not this love of 
glory and esteem impelled them to trample 
on the rights and liberties of the many, in

Mr. Holt said that he thought the price 
charged for corn in Forsyth too high, and 
that the rate of interest, 1° and 12 per cent, 
was a hardship on farmers who were trying 
to get through until the next harvest by 
mortgaging their farms or farm imple- 
ments. 

Criticism of the high price of corn and 
of the high interest rate is general among 
the farmers of the county. 

The mortgage business is a new one in 
Taney County, but it has assumed large 

roportions. An examination of the books 
nm Recorder J. C. Johnson's office showed 
that since June 1 last 145 mortgages on 
real estate and 100 chattel mortgages have 
been filed. Mr. Johnson, who has held his 

resent office for seven years, says that 
eretofore not more than 20 mortgages of 
each class have been filed within a year. 

The legal rate of interest is 8 per cent, 
but Mr. Johnson says that the rate real- 
ly paid is from 2 to 4 per cent higher, as 
the principal is discounted sufficiently be- 
fore the loan is made to cover the excess 
interest, and the amount of money recelved 
by the farmer ig in fact less than that 
shown on the face of the mortgage

The round bale com- 
panies put up about a million round bales 
annually. 

Neither round bale company has hereto- 
fore had capita] for the largest operations 
The round bale companies have been going 
extensively into the oil mill business py 
adding ol] mills to thelr gin plants. Th 
mixing of fertilizer was the next step in the 
business, and in the direction of consolida- 
tion. The executive heads have the matte:

Delving into the strange dual Ife of 
Hopkins, two federa! officers and three city 
detectives made a thorough search of the 
dead man’s home this morning at Palos 
Park. : 

The search developed nothing that would 
connect Hopkins with the recent postoffice 
robbery, but considerable dynamite, nitro- 
giycerin and implements used by burglars 
were found in grips, trunks and cubby 
holes about the house. 

Several pieces of paper with diagrams 
and strange writ!ngs upon them were aiso 
found. These appeared to be directions as 
to how to open safes. The names of sev- 
eral prominent safe manufacturers, sizes of 
Grill and directions as to how to use them 
were also written on these papers. Al] this 
was left untouched by the police

Detetive to Home. 

When Lieut. Gronin and Detectives Ted- 
ford and Bush, with the two postoffice in- 
epectors, had finished their search they 
went to the rallroad station.

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DEADLY GRADE CROSSINGS. 


Within a week two children have been killed by locomotives 
funning at the street level within the city limits of St. Louts. 

A few days ago a Post-Dispatch reader called attention to 
the fact that at Tower Grove, one of the widest and bustest of 
the grade crossings in the city, the railway companies have 
taken off the watchman who had been maintained there for several 
years, and also stopped using the bars which, when let down, 
@ct as a warning to drivers of cars and vehicles. Other crossings 
@re poorly guarded or not guarded at all. 

During the past five years, Chicago has compelled the railways 
to do away with many of the dangerous grade crossings in that 
Gity, at a cost of several millions of dollars for bridges, viaducts 
and subways. Yet with a World’s Fair coming on, the city of 
St. Louls does not even demand of the railways that they obey 
tne law in regard to fences, gates, bars and watchmen within 
the city limits. 

As long as the public is apathetic, nothing wil! done.

Meanwhile, what 
of the example ‘set by this continuous law-breaking? Is it in 
keeping with the spirit of the New St. Louls?

Blanke of St. Louis, an animal once 
offered as a gift to President Roosevelt was 
awarded first prize in the equestrian con- 
test, which was a feature of the annual 
flower parade of the Elks here Friday. 

The horse was ridden in the parade by 
his owner, Mr. Blanke, who was giver 
first prize as the best rider of the day. 

St. Louls men were judges, as follows: 
Daniel Nugent, Henry Nicolaus and D. F® 
Kaime. Mr. Blanke had taken his horse to 
the springs with him for his personal pleas- 
ure during a vacation week at the springs. 
The decision carries with it the honor of 
being the best horse of any class in the pa- 


race. 
When President Roosevelt was in St. 
Louis in October, 1900, “Village Boy'’’ was 
furnished for his use and Col. Roosevelt 
galloped him through Forest Park for over 
an hour. On his return he expressed him- 
self as delighted with the animal. which was 
the finest he had ever rid len. A photograph 
of the President on “Village Boy’' was 
taken in Forest Park by Mr. Blanke. When 
Col. Roosevelt became President, Mr. 
Blanke, who had a previous personal ae- 
quaintance with him, wrote him offering to 
present ‘‘Village Boy'"’ to him. This offer 
the President declined regretfull on the 
ground that he could not as the natton’s 
head accept so valuable a gift.

There is nothing but the 
infinite expanee of the frozen plain, the in- 
finite dome of the cold biue esky, and the 
oold, white sun.” 


Yet over 600 miles of this awful desert 
Peary himself will go racing within a few 
days to win the North Pole and the fame 
like the golden pot at the rainbow's 
end. awaits men there. Within a few days 
of Peary’s start, possibly upon the sume 
day or within the same week, Baldwin's 
finest of all polar expeditions will leave 
ite winter quarters on Prince Rudolph Land 
and go north over the toe with many fiying 


sledges and cracking whips.

Pach expects to return 
to a base of supp'ies by the last of July. 
Fach believes he will win the pole Feary 
will go straight up from the point at which 
he has wintered, and expects to return to 
the tame potnt.

Will these men win the pole? Six hundred 
milee is not such a very great distance. 
Peary is making his seventh attempt, and 
he doubtless has an experience which will 
make him a more dangerous competitor for 
the honor than even Baldwin, with the 
Ziegler million behind him, cduld desire 
There are many with oonfidence !n hie pian 
of fiying light and Hving the life of an Es- 
quimau hunter, and he has the Pearty Art- 
lc Society behind him, a proof of more oon- 
fidence in him then his countrymen have 
ever expressed in all the years he has been 
working. Good luck ts a big factor. Both 
Baldwin and Peary are risking much upon 
it. The Arotic sea has many expanses of 
open water and somes very rugged ice coun- 
try, and to find anything like a direct route 
through the icebergs and open waters 
would be more good luck than any explorer 
in the tee fields has ever had. Then there 
is the possibility of accident, of death to 
the men or dogs, of illness, of the loss of 
supplies, and of freezing feet or hands. But 
a human life is a little thing in tho march 
upon the groat ice. and men throw them- 
solves away upon it as stolcally as ever a 
Christian knight hurled himeelf upon the 
sharp points of a heathen lance. 

No other white man has Iived in the Aro- 
tio country so much as Robert ©. Peary. 
There have been Arctic explorers ever since 
the first Dnglish explorer dared the ice in 
1553, but never another one to equal in per- 
sistence the American Peary, who has gone 
upon five polar expeditions and has made 
five different attempts upon the pole from 
a northern base of supplies. 

Peary has not worked without results. 
The world knows that Greenland is not a 
single island of unknown extent toward the 
North, as had been supposed, but that it ts 
an archipelago with a north shore at 83 de- 
grees 50 north, where Peary discovered its 
insularity and at the same time reached the 
farthest North é6ver attained on the western 
hemisphere. He has been rewarded and 
given medals by the scientific world for 
these feats, but they have cost him dear. 
At @ he is an old man by his own testimony 
for he says of his work of 1900: “Pretty 
are considering lam an old man.’ He has 


had a broken leg, and he has lost seven of 
his 10 toea by “freezing. He was once a 
man of more than aix feet, of great phiys!}- 
cal strength and without a  0bodily flaw. 
Now he lives five years in one as the life 
of a man ig counted, and the country no 
man was created to inhabit has deait him 
some deadly blows. 

Peary {s of French-Anglo-Saxon origin 
and a native of Pennsylvania. His ances- 
tors were hardy lumbermen of the Maine 
pineries, and he himself went from his col- 
lege te the Maine woods and mountains to 
become a surveyor. He was a lover of the 
outdoor life, a naturalist ard an explorer. 
He became attached to the United States 
geodetic survey and went to Nicaragua on 
the canal] survey, builta plier in quite a 
brilliant way on the Florida coast after 
engineers had said it could not be done, and 
had otherwise distinguished himself in the 
government service In a book store he 
found a book on Arctic travels. The atory 
firet suggested to him the field in which he 
was to devote the rest of his life In 1836 
he secured a leave from the navy depart- 
ment and made his first trip to Greenland. It 
was but @ reconnoissanoe, but Peary went 
into the interior of Greenland 100 miles and 
was the first white man to see the great 
desert of ice and snow. Two years later 
Nansen crossed Greenland, the first Cau- 
casian to make the journey, and Peary saw 
another reap the fame which should have 
been his own. In 1891 he got away with his 
first completely organized and really earn- 
est expedition to find the north pole. He 
took with him his wife, and she has ever 
since then been a helpmeet indeed, upon 
one occasion securing in this country by her 
own efforts an expedition for. the relief of 
her husband, who was unable to get out 
of Greenland and was without supplies with 
which to prosecute his work. 

Peary’s march across Greenland, a feat 
famous in the history of Arctic explora- 
tions, was made in 1892. He went north 
again in 1895, and also in 1896 and tn 1897 
His last departure was made in 1898 and 
from this trip he has never returned. He 
seoms to believe that this is the last oppor- 
tunity to be given to him, and this spring 
he makes his. third attempt upon the pole 
in as many consecutive springs.

Peary says: ‘I am after the Pole because 
it is the Pole; because it has a value as a 
test of intelligence, persistence, endurance, 
determined will and, perhaps, courage, 
qualities characteristic of the highest type 
of manhood; because I am confident that 
it can be reached, and because I regard it 
asa great prize which it ts peculiarly fit and 
appropriate that an American should win.”’ 

Such is Robert BE. Peary, who races wit 
Baldwin this spring. He has set his face 
te the north and said “I will,”’ and not 
even an ice field 300 feet thick or a tem- 
perature 80 degrees below zero can turn 
him. though in the end they may beat him 
down. 


Evelyn B. Baldwin its a Missourian 41 
years of age. His third trip into the Arctto 
country, and the first under his own lead- 
ership, has been blessed with that first of 
the indispensables—money. William Zeig- 
ler, a New York millionaire, is backing him 
to the extent of $1,000,000, and Baldwin 
went up to his winter quarters on Prince 
Rudolph Land last summer with the finest 
polar expedition ever organized in any coun- 
try. His men are chosen from among hun- 
dreds of applicants. They are athletes, 
every man of them, without physical defect; 
they are specialisa in something needful 
to the cause. Their equipment is évery- 
thing money could buy and experience coull 
advise being taken. Baldwin even took to 
the scene of his winter camp collapsible 
frame houses itn which to spend the severe 
Arctic winter. This winter camp is about 
at the elightieth parallel of latitude. Three 
hundred and sixty miles northwest of it is 
the point reached in 1900 by the Italian, 
Abruzgz}], beyond which n> man Nas ever 
gone. Fifty miies southeast of the farthest 
north of the Italian is the farthest north 
of Nansen. 

Daldwin did what no other Arctic explorer 
did before him. He established a colony 
on the very northernmost point of land 


known on the eastern hemisphere, and he 
has spent the winter there. If his plans 
carried the winter was spent tn comfort, 
resting the expedition from their labors of 
going that far, and enabling ft to be fine 
and fit this spring, when it will make its 
dash for the Pole. 

Baldwin ascribes the failure of all other 
expeditions to attempting too much with 
(oo little. Where other explorers have used 
‘Jor 20 men, Paldwin takes 42; where others 
nave usel 50 and a hundred dogs. Baldwin 
‘AKkes 42; where others have left al! the 
sledging to the dogs, carrying dog food that 
made dead weight, Baldwin takes 15 Si- 
dberian ponies, hardy enough to subsist’ on 
dried fish heada when there is no hay, to 
haul heavy thurdens on sledge, and finally 
to serve as food for the degs, having taken 
thia food into the far nerth on its own feet. 
This spares the dogs. Sparing the dogs is 
everything with Baldwin, Where others 
have fixed 70 and 78 pounds ag the burden 
a dog should pull, Baldwin reduces it to 60 
pounds and 345. He thinks some of his pre- 
have failed more because their 
overburdened dogs collapsed than because 
of anything else. 

if Kalawin finds the North pole this year 
the world should have news from him 
either in December or January next. He 
leaves his winter camp on Franz Joseph 
Land April first, and staris overland for 
the pole. The distance is approximately 
600 suiles, and the course is northeast. If 
the expedition reaches the pole it will start 
heme in a slightly southwesterly course, 
aiming at the Greenland coast. It is to this 
coast, as high as it can get, that the third 
of Baldwin's ships, the Belgica, goes to 
maintain a camp to receive the expedition 
when it comes down.

HAVE nothing to do with and have 
| nothing ta say about any action any 

church may take tn disciplining a mem- 
ber of it for infractions of its laws. I 
cannot and will not criticize any church 
for its beliefs and its demands. I can only 
epeak for my own church. 

The Methodist Dpiscopal Church is ir- 
revocably opposed to playing cards in any 
shape or form. While it may be sald that 
@ ocira is only an insensate thing on the 
face of which are printed certain spots or 
pictures, still cards typify the spirit of 
gambling. By way of argument one might 
say with truth that almost every event in 
life could be made the subject of a hazard 
by one disposed to gamble. You could gam- 
ble on how long it would take me to walk 
@ block om eat my breakfast, still the gam- 
Dbler turns to cards and dice on the cast 
or toss of which he bets. Cards are the 
gambler’s tools, and have no place in the 
homes of godly people. 

The church is not opposed to legitimate 
@musement on the part of its members. In 
this hard and workaday life there must be 
some relaxation, but there is no reason 
why it should not be innocent amusement, 
and not such as would lead the person 
indulging in it to the temptation of betting. 
The church is opposed to games of chance. 
I have never played whist and know noth- 
ing about it from experience, still I cannot 
help but regard it as a game into which 
there enters a large element of chance. 
Perhaps it is a game that requires more or 
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to learn that whist has

less skill, but in {ntellectual possibllities it 
can hardly compare with chess. 

We are not opposed to such games of 
skill as chess, checkers, tennis, croquet, 
and the many table games that afford both 
recreation and intellectual stimulus. As a 
matter of fact such recreations are encour- 
aged, as innocent and clean enjoyment al- 
ways is, but we will have none of cards 
and therefore none of whist.

city life that broadens. The better 
educated, the more refined and the more ex- 
perienced people tecome, the broader they 
are in their views. It is quite likely that 
the gentleman and his wife expelled from 
the church et Taylorville for playing whist 
were educated and refined persons who 
found themselves in a church restricted and 
narrowed by prejudices against that which 
they do not understand. Surely there is 
nothing against the laws of God in inno- 
cent amusement, which the playing of whist 
certainly is when played with due modera- 
tion. But almost anything may be abused 
—even the power to expel. Paul said, “‘Use 
the world as not abusing it.’’ 

If cards are used as gambling devices they 
cause a waste of time and money. and the 
destruction cf the moral nature. But there 
must be some discrimination used by those 
who do not care for the amusement created 
by cards as well as those who play them. 
Whist is not a game of chance, a gambling 
game. I consider it a very intellectual 
pastime. There is one thing in its favor at 
any rate. If they are good players they will 
not gossip. 


REJUDICE lingers in small communi- 


The indiscriminate abuse of any pleasure 
is harmful. Enlightened communities coun- 
tenance dancing and theater-going as lezi- 
timate pastimes for Christian people if used 
with discretion and in good taste. Rectors 
in English chiirches often say to their con- 
gregations, re will be a good play at 
such and such a theater this week. and I 
would advise all who wish to go."" This, of 
course, in the event that the play is pure 
and stimulating to good impulses. If, on 
the other hand, the play ehould be mere- 
tricious, they frankly advigee against it. It 
is a very good idea. There is no reason why 
church people should not enjoy good, clean 
amusement like other people. However, we 
preachers over here avotd saying anything 
about the theater, unless it be to condemn 
it generally. Then our people, being unad- 
vised, go indiscriminately, and very often 
they see plays they were better without sce- 


ing. It is the same with dancing, an in- 
nocent amusement enough if not indulged 
in indiscriminately and to excess. 

It is an ignorant and low view to tak: of 
amusement to condemn and degra le per- 
sons for indulging in whist just because tho 
game is played with cards, which same de- 
vices are used to gamble with in other 
games which these persons do not indudéc 
in. These ultra-purists are the sort that 
say all is bad and, not discriminating, aiso 
throw the good away. They are the people 
who take the chaplet from God and bestow 
it on mammon. 

Many ministers constitute themselves a 
universal conscience for their congregations 
and say you shall do this and you shall not 
do that, this is right and that is wrong. Th2 
moral sense of congregations, it seems to 
me, is weakened by this nursing of con. 
sciences. Certainly it would not seem to 
strengthen the moral responsibility to as- 
sume the conscience of one's congregation. 
This exhibition of narrow-mindedness Ix, I 
am glad to say, a fast-disappearing phase 
of churth discipline. In fact, I do not 
know of a church in the city that so re- 


stricts its people that wholesome and inno- 
cent amusements are barred for fear thoso 
who indulge in them will become ramblers 
or depraved persons. For that matter, It 
fs not necesary to go to whist to csamble. 
One may gamble on the most ordinary 
events of life; cards are not wholly neces- 
sary for the purpose. One might gamle, 
for instance, on the length of one of mv 
sermons, so far do natural events resent 
themselves to the gambler seeking the op- 
portunity to wage. There is an unreas.n- 
able prejudice against cards and agains? 
whist, which, I understand, is the one game 
in which there is the least opportunity to 
gamble.

REGARD the game of whist as the most 

] intellectual game ever conceived, and 

the one best calculated to interest the 
intelligent men in search of recreation. It 
is an axiom among whist players that whist 
is the only game of cards that can be 
played indefinitely, year In and year out, 
by men with interest not created by stakes. 

This should be reconmimendation enough for 

the game and sufficient evidence that it Is 

a game that appeals wholly to the mental 

side of man and not to his emotions, as Is 

the case in purely gambling games such as 
poker, faro and the like. \ 

I am a devoted player of whist, and find 
in it a recreation that exercises my best 
mental energies without tiring the mind. 
I have no patience with those persons in 
the church who place whist in the same 
category as games of chance whose only 
excuse is that they are the medium through 
which men may indulge in the excite- 
ment of gambling. These persons do 4 
great injustice to thousands of Christian 
people whose consciences can find no harm 
in whist. The time must surely come when 
the people in the churches mug see that 
such narrow-minded policies are not best. 
I have had several churches on my shoul- 
ders in my life as fiscal officer and have 
always beeng: consistent churchman, and I 
have never found anything wrong in whist. 
On the contrary, it ts a fine intellectual 
amusement and the best kind of relaxation 
for the man who uses his mind in his 
dally life.

T gentlemen who met in St. Louis 


represented the American Photog- 

raphers’ Association and the New 
England Photographers’ Association. While 
the object of the meeting was not entirely 
accomplished, we feel that the Fair people 
will recognize the justness of our position, 
and that, in the end, we will be permitted 
to place our exhibit In the fine arts’ build- 
ing. 

The demand Is for a Salon display of pic- 
torial photography along art lines to be 
separate and wholly distinct from the gen- 
eral photo exhibit. We desire that the 
commercial photography display apparatus, 
materials, etc., to be placed in the libera] 
arts bullding, but that the artistic photos 
be In the fine arts building. 

Col. Ockerson was assured that if this 
recognition were granted, the advanced 
workers in photography the world over 
would co-operate to promote the Fair, and 
that they would participate on no other 
terms. 

I have a mass of correspondence from 
photographic societies all over the world, 
showing the great interest aroused in the 
World's Fair. _ Provided that photography 
is recognized as a fine art, all these socie- 
ties will co-operate. 

To our salon suggestion Gov. Francis 
made this reply: “I think you will be en- 
tirely justified in saying to the Photog- 
raphers’ Association of America that the 
directors of the Louisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition recognize the importance of the pho- 
tographic display and will endeavor to meet 
the wishes of the association so far as may 
be practicable.”

however, has nothing in it except severe 
mental effort, which disqualifies it from 
being considered a game. But while whist 
demands quite as much of intellect and 
skill as chess, it involves also the ele- 
ment of chance which gives relief to the 
mind and promotes amusement and relaxa- 
tion. 

Considering the mental powers brought 
into the intelligent study and practice of 
whist, the high intellectual character of 
the game cannot be questioned. Even its 
fundamental principles, to be thoroughly 
understood, require reasoning faculty of a 
high order. Then the practice involves men- 
tal attainments of no low degree. The 
qualities necessary to make even a reason- 
ably good whist player are: Keen observa- 
tion, active memory, larg2 powers for draw- 
ing inferences and tracing appearances to 
their causes, boldness, caution, pru- 
dence, foresight, caré against de- 
ception, promptness of decision, sound 
judgment, resourcefulness, and ia short 
competent and well-trained menial powers 

Whist is a perfect social game—in fact, 
society in itself. The player has one friend 
and ally bound to him by mutual interest, 
but twice the number of enemies to guard 
against. There is a demand on him for 
all the conventional courtesy of his social 
circle, candid and ingenuous behavior, mod- 
eration in prosperity, patience in adversity, 
self-sacrifice to friends, and generil good 
temper. 

Whist, as an amusement, takes the high- 
est rank. It is the acme of variety. Many 
hands may be held in an evening and yet 
in the course of a player’s whole life de. 
voted to the game no two similar hands 
may occur, while each one will present 
some novelty of special interest. It Is 
this mixture of the known and tunkrown 
that gives scope for amusing speculation. 

Whist is particularly unfitted for g#*m- 
bling purposes; the idea of gain, the cs- 
sential feature of gambling, enters as lit- 
tle into the mind of a whist as of a choss 
player. ‘‘Professionals’’ often play for 
money, but they are generally given a wide 
berth in good society. 

It is so difficult a game to play perfectly 
that good players are scarce, and fine ories 
still rarer. The reason for this ts that 
whist requires study. There is great va- 
riety in the ways of playing whist, which 
depends on the human will, and !s, there- 
fore, as various as are the minds and 
temperaments of men. The construction of 
the game is so simple it might be explained 
in a few words. Yet it gives a vast scupe 
for individuality of play. The same hands 
of cards may be played in an immense 
number of different ways, according to 
what the player’s notions of good and bad 
play might be. This variety involves modes 
of treatment so different in character and 
principles that they really merit the na:ne 
of distinct games.

Never be- 
fore were so many roses raised upon * 
single tract of St. Louis ground, and it Is 
doubtful if there is anything east of VCall- 
fornia that approaches in elaborateness the 
bed of 10,000 rose bushes which will maxe 
fragrant the summer air in beautiful Tower 
Grove. 
Mr. Gurney’s skill with flowers is well 
known. He has worked with the water lil- 
lies of Tower Grove until that pretty park 


has become known the country over as the 
home of the water lillies. He has produced 
new lillies unequaled in beauty, coior and 
size, and he hopes to do as much for the 
roses that are this year to receive the best 
of his skill.

HE rose garden of Tower Grove Park 
+ will be located on the northeast sido 
of the music pavilion and will cover 
an acre of ground. I have now on hand 
10,000 roses, and I am continually vropegat- 
ing, so that by the time the weather wll 
permit of transplanting I will have quite 
a number more good strong plants that will 
bloom this season. 

In the center of the rose garden will be a 
summer house. This summer house will 
be of rustic cedar, covered with climbing 
roses, with arched openings to permit a 
good view of the surrounding park. Tle 
roof will be like that of the Chinese ja- 
goda. 

Around the 


base of the summer house 


will be planted a row of roses. Then will 
follow a clear space of green lawn, broken 
by a walk of brown gravel, leading -to 
one of the arches of the summer house. 
On either side of this walk will be a 
border of roses. This will be the only 
gravel walk in the whole garden. ‘The re- 
maining ground will be covered with beds 
of irregular size and shape, with circuitovs 
walks of green lawn leading around an. 
through them. This garden will not be 
laid out In a set design, but will be as 
though it just happened. There will 3 
nothing but rose bushes and green grass in 
this garden. If a garden is to be beautiful, 
{it must have green grass. Grass, to a gar- 
den, is what the setting is to ths gem. 
The background of the garden will bo 4 
high blooming shrubbery, which will bring 
out the roses to the best advantage. 


This garden will be a source of informa- 
tion to the public. Many people want to 
plant roses around their homes, put they 
do not know just what to buy. They $39 a 
rose and think that is just what they want 
for home planting. They go to a florist 
and describe the flower to him. But there 
are so many thousands of roses so nearly 
alike that it is tmpossible to tell just wh«* 
is wanted unless the name is known. 


Each group of roses will be plainly la 
beled with the variety and name, tor in- 
stance: ‘“‘hybrid tea,” “Admiral Dewey.” 
This will enable you to get your favorite 
rose. 

Then there is another reason for this rose 
garden. For some time I have been want- 
ing a change in park decoration. I thir 
one of the most charming things xbout a 


park is the field for change and improve- 
ments. I know of nothing that will mske 
as complete and as pleasing a change. \We 
are #0 accustomed to seeing the gerantum, 
verbena, hellotrope, mifnonct, ete, used 
in park decoration. From the beginnin.s: ct 
public parks the same species hae Seen 
used. I am not condemning them. They 
are beautiful and serve thelr purpowe well, 
but the eye has been overfed on them. 

We 
have changes in everything else, why not 
in park decoration? 

In taking visitors through the oark an4 
garden, if I show them a bed of gorgeous 
geraniums or verbenas, and there [s tust 
one rosebud near by, they will turn from the 
magnificent geraniums or verbenas and ed- 
mire the rose. This convinced me (nat e 
change was necessary, and that the rose 
was the flower to pe used. 


To most people the rose ts the queen of 
flowers. At any rate it is the womans 
flower. Nearly all the choicest roses hear 
feminine names. The rose is always beau- 
tiful. Day and night it sheds its fragrance 
on the air. There seems to be a charm 
about it that is not possessed by any other 
flower. Roses do not require thé annual 
planting that other flowers do. If you give 
them the proper care they will grow from 
one year to the other. 


I have selected choice roses that have 
proved hardy and perpetual bloomers. 
They are the various hybrid-perpetua!l, 
hybrid-tea, bourbon, noisette, china, 4+m- 
ask and climbing roses. I Intend that there 
shall be a group of each variety, large 
enough to show what the rose really is, 
say from 20 to SO in each bed. The first 
year I do not expect to have them reach 
the highest state of perfection, as they re- 
quire two or three years’ growth to avrive 
at thelr fullest beauty. 


Then there are some roses that are a »dit 
particular concerning locality. Some that 
are perfectly hardy and bloom profusely In 
other climates, may refuse to do wel! for 
us. It may be that during the first and 
second years we will have to weed out those 
that cannot stand our climate. If such 
proves to be ths case, I will select othars 
to be planted in their place. It may take 
two or three years to mhake the ganie 
what I hope it tc be. 

But this sumn:er there will bloom in 
Tower Grove Pcrk every tint and shade 
known among rceses. There will be pure 
white, cream, yellow, pale and deep. all 
shades of pink and red, from a bright scar- 
let to a deep purple crimson, all olendied 
together in a harmonious whole. 

I do not know of any other public park 
that has such a garden,. but that ts nw 
reason why we should not. It ts time for a 
change.

# VIOLET LEAVES AS A CANCER CURE 


AST summer, in an address to the 
World’s Medical Congress in Lon- 
don, King Edward promised the 

highest honors to the man who should dis- 
cover a cure for “that terrible disease— 


cancer.’’ 

The King’s appeal was especially pathetic, 
coming as it did immediately after the 
death from cancer of his sister, the Em- 
press Frederick of Germany. It has been 
rumored that King Edward himself is a 
victim of the scourge which has followed 
the royal family for many years. Three of 
the English royal family have died of it. 

An English woman now claims to have 
discovered a cancer cure, not by acientific 
research, but by mere chance. 

It consists of a poultice made of the 


leaves of the common violet. 

The case which is said to have been cured 
by the violet leaves is that of Lady Mar- 
garet Marsham, sister of the Earl of Rom- 
ney. As the case appears to have been 
well authenticated, medical circles are dis- 
cussing it with interest. 

Lady Margaret is 67 years old, and four 
months ago was attacked with a painful 
disease of the throat. Doctors pronounced 


it a malignant and incurable cancer. 

Lady Margaret's condition became worse 
steadily, and a short time ago her throat 
closed entirely. Food was administered ar- 
tificially in liquid form. 

A young daughter of Lady Mary Ross, 
a friend of Lady Margaret Marsham, re- 
called that she had heard when a child 
that cancer could be cured by violet leaves. 
Lady Margaret's physicians told the fam- 
iy that the remedy was valueless, but 
was not likely to prove harmful. After 
considerable inquiry the recipe was pro- 
cured. It ran as follows: 

“Take a handful of fresh green violet 
leaves, pour a pint of boiling water upon 
them, cover and let stand 12 hours, until 
the water is discolored green. Then strain 
off the liquid and dip a piece of lint into the 
infusion, of which a sufficient quantity 
must be warmed; put on the wet lint hot 
wherever the malady ts, cover the lint with 
oliskin or a thin mackintosh and change it 
whenever dry. The cold infusion should be 
fresh every alternate day.” 

‘The effect was almost like a miracle." 
say the members of Lady Margaret's fam- 
fly. Within a week the external swelling on 
the throat disa red, and in two weeks 
the cancerous growth in the tonsils healed. 
Today Lady Margaret Marsham is in per- 
fect health apparently and visiting friends. 
At the time she began taking the remedy 
the physicians believed she could not live 
a week. Specimens formerly taken from 
the sick woman's throat have been re-ex- 
amined by the head of the London Patho- 
logical Society and again pronounced to be 
cancer. 

Violet leaves as a cure for cancer have 


natives, and it Is supposed that Lady Rosas’ 
recipe came originally in this way te En- 
giand. 

Among physicians violet leaves were used 
to some extent years ago asa diuretic and 
in treating infants for eczema and other 
skin diseases. According to the Pharma- 
copela, they contain “a glucoside viola- 
quinctrin and a little salicylic acid. It is 
simply an inactive and indefinite drug very 
little employed in Intelligent practice.” 


Another cancer cure has reocenly been re- 
ported from Chicago, where Dr. John B. 
Gilman, professor in Hahnemann Medical 
College, claims to have cured 50 cases of 
cancer by means of Xray. “I have not 
found a single case of cancer which 414 
not yield readily to the Rotengen ray,” 
says Dr. Gilman. 


Among Dr. Gilman's patients was Mrs. 
Orrin W. Potter, wife of the millionaire 
banker and steel manufacturer. She is the 
mother of Miss Margaret Potter, the novel- 
ist. Mrs. Potter suffered for years from 
what was pronounced to be cancer of the 
breast. Last summer she was given up to 
die, and as a last resort submilited to the 
Xray treatment. 


She had three treatments a week for efx 
weeks {n August and September and recov- 
ered entirely. 

An ordinary Xray apparatus was used to 
direct the light on the cancer for 16 to % 
minutes at each treatment. No cauteriza- 
tlon took place, !t {s claimed, but the chem- 
ical action of the electricity destroyed the 
germs of disease and the sore healed. 2.

Just prior to his coming to the United 

States and Jefferson Barracks, Engineer 


Lawson, who is a photographer, went 
into these remote parts of the Philippines 
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wpon a trip for photographic information 
for the United States government. In 
the course of his journey of 2000 miles he 
saw many strange peoples and learned 
much of them that is not known in the 
United States. He has written for the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch an account of the 
interesting features of his trip, and his 
story is of much ethnological value for 
the reason that it contains information 
entirely new, even to the government. 


in the course of his colonial acqutre- 
ments in the Pacific, Uncle Sam had 
gathered in the celebrated wild man of 
Borneo, but such is the discovery of En- 
gineer Lawson, who has just returnei to 
the United States after a ‘vur of tha is- 
lands in and around the Sulv archipelago. 
The Sultan of Sulu and all the Mors of 
his realm are no less than Borneans from 
the near-by island of Bornes, and they 
have been in the Sulu archipelago ‘«re 
than 350 years. They are in some parts a 
fierce, war-like people who continually 
prey ‘upon the weaker tribes around them. 
They have slaves, practice polygamy, pun- 
ish theft by decapitation anl either make 
siaves of their prisoners of war or chop 
them into many pieces with their creesea, 
a pecullar blade with waves in it seen wn: 
no other Pacific isle. 
Mr. Lawson found a great mixture of 
aces, religions, customs and tribal gov- 
ernments in those parts of the Philippines 
he visited. In fact, it is unlikely that it 
has ever been known in this country that 
the ethnologic conditions were so chaotic 
in any part of the new colonial possessions.

The population of Mindana»d is 611,000; 
211,000 are Christians; the remainder are 
Mohammedans and Pagans.

I will 
mention some of the tribes inhabiting Min- 
danao 

The Moros, or Moors, belong to the Ma- 
lay race. Early in the 16th century two 
brothers in the north of Borneo had a 
quarrel as to the succession to the chiel- 
ship of the tribe; the result was that one 
left with his followers and landed on the 
ffland of Basilan, at which place, ater a 
while, there was another quarrel; some left 
and settled in the north of Mindanao anid

The knife is a two-hand- 
ed instrument about 40 inches long and set 
in a handle bound with horse halir. 

In one of the rtreets of Jolo !s a tab- 
let marking a spot where 400 Spaniards were 
thrown in a pit after being slain by the 
Moros. 

In 1870 Gen. Arolas concluded a treaty 
with the Sultan of the Meros, after which 
the Sultan came to the palace at Jolo with 
silver peace offering for the Sran- 

As Gen. Arolas took the offer- 
hands, the Sultan whipped out 
and struck off his head with a 
single blow. Since then a fall has been 
built around Jclo, and Pasis de Arolas has 
been named for the murdered general. 

From time to time there is some fanatic 
among the Moros who takes a notion to kil! 
a iot of Christians. He then goes into the 
woods and fasts, gets himself all weund up, 
anl makes a rush Into town, armed to the 
teeth, slashing and shooting right and left 
until he fs cut down. 

At a market place three miles above 
Catto Batto, on the Island Mindanao, 
there was 4 tragic happening while I was 
taking pictures in the place. Three boys of 
the Thirty-first were sitting on a log talk- 
ing with three Moros who were standing 
in front of them. One of the Moros stepped 
around behind the Americans very quietly, 
drew his creese and cut the poor fellow’s 
head off in the twinkling of an eye. Before 
he could make another slash with his weap- 
on he was shot down by one of the other 
Moros, which illustrates the fecling for the 
Americans in that part of the island. The 
murderer was a fanatic.

T IS onlv in America and the Teutonic 
] lands that the word Easter or its Ger- 

man equivalent used. The term 
comes from the ancient Saxon. In its very 
etymology it signifies resurrection. 
“Oster,’’ rising, is the Saxon. Eostre was 
the name of a Saxon deity whose return 
was celebrated every year, In the spring- 
Rime. This goddess was called also, vari- 
ously, Ostara, Osterr, Eastre. She was 
the personification of the East, of the morn- 
Ing, of the spring. We observe that the 
word itself signifies the rising sun. Even 
in our baking the etymology of Easter ap- 
pears. Yeast rises. 

The heathen Saxons dedicated the month 
of April to this goddess. It was called 
amongst the Saxons and 
Angles, and in Germany is still known as 
Ostermonat. 

In non-Teutonic nations the Semitic word 
Pesach, “to pass by,’’ is used to designate 
what corresponds to our Easter. The Span- 
sh say Pascua, the French Paques, the 


is 


Stalians Paequa, the Scandinavians Paaske, 


the Dutch Paasch. 
Many terms in our English are derived 
m the Semitic root, such as paschal 
lamb, pass-flower and pasch, pase or pace 
ége8. Words like these merely remind us 
that our Faster is the successor of the 
Jewish Passover, but that is antedated 
any centuries by the Ocestre worship of 

e Saxons whence we Americans, for the 
Most part, are sprung. Therefore it may be 
said that the countries where Paster is 
known as Easter, that is, the English and 
German-speaking lands, have the most an- 
Client title to the festival of celebrating the 
Teawakened ycar. 

, Bven among the still uncivilized races 
there is some sort of celebration of the 
world’s new birth about the time of the 
Vernal equinox. 

As said in the outset, therefore, Easter is 
the spring poem of the ages. 

But the poem is not always, to the criti- 
cal perception, a thing of beauty. Some- 
times it takes on quite homely forms of 
expressions. Easter customs in various 
countries and localities show curious de- 
velopments of the resurrecting idea. They 
ahow also whence certain of our most cher- 
ished fachions and ceremonies are de- 
rived.

The egg and the rabbit, or the hare, 
in themselves symbolic of the Easter idea. 
The egg signifies birth—life issues from its 
shell. The hare was supposed by our an- 
cent forefathers to be an egg-producing 
animal. 

Ever since the days of ancient Egypt 
the egg has been regarded as the symbol 
of re-creation. The Persian Magi held that 
the earth was hatched from an egg at the 
beginning of the vernal equinox. 

The northern nations came to regard the 
paschal egg as emblematic of the creation, 
or of spring 

Easter cards are an American idea. They 
were first Introduced by Amefican station- 
ers and shopkeepers as substitutes for 
pash ergs. 

Even the cake—as everything connected 
with Faster—sugygests the resurrection 
motif; it rises, if provided with the proper 
brand of baking powder. 

Ong of the oid forms 
still used in England, in Shropshire and 
Herefordshire, especially at Shreswbury 
to some extent, is the simnel. The poor 
never enjoy simnel cake; it is the particu- 
lar Easter delicacy of the rich, for it is very 
costly. 

Simnel cakes are formed of raised crust 
made of fine flour and water, filled with 
the materials which go to make up very 
rich plum cake, with candied lemon peel 
and the like, a deep yellow being produced 
by the use of saffron. 

Ihe cake is ticd up in a cloth and bolled 
several hours, then!brushed over with egg 
and baked. 

An amusing story is told, regarding the 
naming of the simnel cake. Simon and 
Nelly, husband and wife, decided to bake 
a rich cake out of material left over from a 
feast. They quarreled as to whether it 
should be boiled or baked. In the melee 
some eggs were broken. Finally it was 
decided to boil and bake the cake, so that 
hoth would be satisfied, and after the boil- 
ing was done the broken eggs were used to 
coat the oven for the baking. So the fin- 
ished product became known as the cake 
of Sim and Nell. 

But the name is found in early English 
and also in very old French. Simila, a 
Latin word, means fine flour. The use 
simnel cake is of great antiquity. 

The simnel cake ia cooked extreme'y 
hard. An instances is Known where a lady, 
not knowing the nature of a simnel sent to 
her. used it for a footstool. 

The poet Herrick, in one of his epigrams, 
says it was the custom at the opening of 
the seventeenth century for the young 
people of Gloucester to carry simnels to 
present to their mothers on Mothering Sun- 
day (Midilent Sunday). 

In early times the 
rrarked with the figure 
Virgin. 

The distribution of pace or paschal eggs 
was once universal among Christian 
peoples. It is still observed by children in 
some parts of America and abroad. 

In Lancashire, Warwickshire, Cheshire 
and Staffordshire there is an ancient prac- 
tice called ‘“‘lifting’’ or “‘heavin=s”’ on Eas- 
ter Monday. Here again the resurrection 
idea is apparent. The men lift the women 
on Easter Monday, twe men joining hands 
and arms to form a seat or saddle. The 
woman is lifted between them and some- 
times carried down the street. 
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A story is told of Maward I to the sais’ 
that that monarch pald several ladies of his 
court £74 to induce them not to ‘‘lift’ or 
“heave’ him from his bed on Easter Tues- 
day. 

In Durham, among the poorer classes, the 
men claim the privilege of taking off the] 
women's shoes on Easter Monday. Next | 
day the woinen reciprocate th!s delicate ae | 
tention, 

In the Tyrol Raster singers go about in 
bands, singing carols of joy. They al 
at various jouses, and, after the carols | 
are sung, they are presented with paschal | 
eggs and wine. This pretty practice is in- 
dulged in on Holy Saturday evening. Some 
of the mischievous caroligsts appropriate 
gran'ther’s beloved and most anclent pipe 
when the opportunity presents, but that is 
merely a comic rpondee or dactyl in the 
great universal spring poem of Easter. 

It was »%opular in England, formerly, to 
light the churoghes on Eastér eve with pas 
chal tapers. Usually the tapers were very 
large. One used ‘!n the Chajiel of Westmin- 
ster Abbey in 1657 weighed 800 pounds. 

An old custom that has dled out was for 
barbers, to shave their customers jn grave- 
yards on Easter. This practice never 
reached New York, but people sometimes 
&0 to Brooklyn to be shaved on Sunday. 

The Biddenden cake is another product 
of Easter cookery. In the parish of Bid- 
denden, in Kent, there is an old custom of 
giving cakes to the poor on the afternoon 
of ivaster day. Formerly the cakes were 
baked with the figure of a woman on each 
side, and it was qa Kentish traditior. that 
the figures represented two sisters named 
Preston, born like the Slamese twins, with 
a connecting ligament. These sisters were 
said to hava contributed the fund for fur- 
nishing the cakes. 

faster or Pasch eggs are most popular tn 
Russia. People in that country present them 
to friends on Easter day, saying, “‘Christ 
is risen.”’ The invatable form of response 
is. ‘He indeed.’’ 

The Easter white rabbits we see on sale 
in the show windows are the offspring of 
an idea that comes over from Germany. In 
that country the Easter hare is almost as 
important in nursery lore as is Santa Claus, 
or St. Nicholas. Parents teach their chil- 
dren that if they will be good, mind their 
nurses and tel] the truth, a white hare will 
steal into the house on Easter eve, while 
all are asleep, and: secrete in the house cor- 
ners many beautifully colored eggs for the 
children, as a reward for goodness. 

The German children, therefore, have al- 
most the equivalent of two Christmases. 
They hang up their stockings, as our chil- 
dren do on Christmas Eve, and are sup- 
posed to be sound asleep agajnst the coming 
of jolly old Kris Kringle ‘and his merry 
bells that jingle. 

In like manner, they make preparation 
for the visit of the Baster hare by being 
particularly good ‘‘jes’ ‘fore Baster."’ They 
go to sleep with visions of beautiful col- 
ored eggs in their heads. 

Many traces of the hare myth are still 
seen in England. If the young men of 
Coleshill parish, in Warwickshire, can 
catch a hare and take it to the parson by 
10 o'clock in the morning of Easter Mon- 
day, the reverend gentleman is Bound to 
present them with 100 eggs,.a calf’s head 
and a goat. The feast the young men have 
is obvious. The calf's head, probably, is a 
survival of the worship of Baal, or the 
sun, as the Golden Calf. 

In Leicester the custom of hunting the 
hare prevails, As the hare season and Bas- 
ter do not come together, a compromise is 
effected, with ths hare left out. Sometimes 
a dead cat soaked in anise-seed water is 
trailed in front of the hounds, to give the 
animals an imaginary hare chase. But it is 
said that the hounds fail to grow enthusias- 
tic at this makeshift. It lacks strenuous 
life. 

Annually on Easter Monday ocours in 
Leicestershire the most curious of all Eas- 
ter observances. 
and bottle-kicking. 

Centuries ago a tract of land was be- 
queathed to the rector on condition that 
he provide annually two hare ples, some 
bottles of ale and tWo dozen penny loaves, 
to be scrambled for at the rising ground 
called Hare-Pie Pank, south of Hallaton 
Village. Nowadays the bottles are filled 
with beer and the hare pies are made of 
venison or mutton. The bottles are bound 
with iron to keep the scramblers from 
breaking them. The same bottles, it is said, 
have been doing service the past 30 years, 
but not the same beer. 

When the Easter hare myth reached 
America it was transformed into a rabbit, 
a first cousin of the hare, the latter anl- 
mal being indigenous to this soll. 

The curious superst.tion among southern 
darkys as to the talismanic properties of 
the left hind foot of a graveyard rabbit 
killed in the light of the moon is: of Easter 
hare origin. 

The ege-rolling on the 
lawn at Washington every Easter Monday 
is the most prominent manifestation of the 
paschal exe myth in America. Children 
gather on the lawn every year the day fol- 
lowing Easter and revel in the glories of 
rolling thousand of colored eggs down the 
green slopes toward the Potomac. 

It 1s net a matter of general knowledge 
to the vounger gener ation that the ob- 
servance of Kaster as we have it today is 
a post-bellum growth. Before the war 
there was no general celebration _of Easter 
in the United States. The Protestant 
churches were slow to adopt forms ef ob-

Russian Greeks Alone. 


OWHERE on earth today is the fes- 
N tival of Easter celebrated'§= with 
greater pomp and enthusiasm than 
at Jerusalem by Jew, Mohammedan and 
Christian alike, its symbolic meaning only 
Slightiy varied by fhe devotees of the 
world’s three creat faiths. 

To the devout Jew it is still the feast of 
Passover; to the Moslem it is the anni- 
yersary of Isaac's release from death on 
Mount Moriah; to the Christian it ta in- 
finitely more, for here are Gethscmane, 
Goilgotha and the Holy Sepulchre, which 
epeake to them moet eloqueutiy of the 
resurrection 

Wonderful to Western eyes are those 
BWaster ceremonicos in the Orient. Rarely 
does the Greek and Latin festival fall upon 
the same date. It therefore happens that 
for weeks pilgrims from both churches pour 
into Jerusalem from the four quarters of 
the earth. Every hospice is crowded, every 
- Bwelling has its guest; and far out on the 
" hille—cepecially on the wertern slope of 
Olivet—innumerabie white tents are 

ae in the yn of the Master, Kv- 
p itp Ecorhtang every 
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road has its caravan of horses, camels. 
donkeys and dogs—Greek Christians. Mos- 
lem Arabs and foreign-born Jews, in volu- 
ble yet picturesque confusion, ‘“‘going up to 
Jerusalem" as men went 8000 years ago 

In the Holy City the narrow streets are 
full to their utmost capacity, and thousards 
are outside the walls trying vainly to en- 
ter. It is a motley crowd, to be seen no- 
where else, and to be seen in Jerusalem 
at no other time. 

All night processions of Russian pilcrims 
pass through the Jaffa gate to and from 
the Church of the Holy Sepulchre. At times 
they sing, always one song, the “Song of 
the Resurrection.”’ It begins with one low. 
wailing note, like the cry of the lost. By 
twos and threes and tens and hundreds the 
refrain is taken up until the entire street, 
even to the Holy Fepulchre, is full of the 
mournCul strain, 

White as silver In the moonlight shines 
the tower of the Emperor's church, its 
cross a pearl against the purple night sky, 
where great stars float like truant balloons. 
Like a huge shadow stands the Tower of 
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Beyond the city 
where Abraham and 


the Hebron hills, 
Isaac lie at peace. 
On the Wednesday 


of 


preceding Easter the 
visitor wakes before sunrise, roused by 
what seems the wailing of babies. In the 
open square north of the Jaffa gate he sees 
huddled together as densely as they can 
stand flocks of sheep and goats, with their 
shepherds, all the roads leading to the 
square alive with herds bleating piteously 
and half strangled with thirst and the 
white alkaline dust of Jerusalem. Thou- 
sands aré here already; thousands more 
are on their weary way, for it ts ‘a sheep 
fo a man” in Moslem land. The herders 
are loud-voiced and quarreisome; they fight 
each other for best places, beat their own 
flocks and others, and turn the morning 
into a sort of hades of cursing and confu- 
sion. 

No man would guess that this scene is 
the beginning of a religious celebration 
which extends over every inch of Moham- 
medan territery on earth. It is the prep- 
aration for Kunban Balirane. 

On this day every Moslem, rich or poor, 
must buy a sheep or goat for the sacrifice 
of Thursday and, before 6 a. m., crowds of 
gayly dressed and turbaned Moslems gather 
about the animals, lifting them, pinching 
their backs, pulling their Wool, haggling, 
vociferating and bargaining with the herd- 
ers for choice. 

A zreat flock of fleecy white sheep van-

probably the Mufti or his agent or one of 
the two great ruling houses of Jerusalem 
—Khalidi or Houssani—for, according to a 
man’s rank and position, must be the num- 
ber of sheep bought. 

Here a little black kid has been purchased 
by a fellah of the lowest grade, brutal of 
face and dirty of garment, yet, like all his 
race, absolutely faithful to the custom of 
his sect. 

Often the animals must be carried away 
by main force in the arms of the 
Arabs, because they cannot be driven from 
their shepherds. Hour after hour the sale 
continues, the magnificence of embroidery 
and sumptuousness of color displayed by 
buyers in holiday finery contrasting keenly 
with the rags, dirt and squalor of the shep- 
herds, 

All these sheep are to be killed and eaten 
on Thureday, yet no man may eat of his 
own sacrifice. After death the sheep must 
be distributed among friends, neighbors and 
the poor, every man's table supplied at an- 
other's expense. At Muna, near Mecca, 
this scene changes somewhat. Here each 
grown man must slay his own sheep with 
his own hand, fling it over his shoulder and 
fiy, not looking back, leaving it to decay 
in the tropic sun and become a menace to 
life not alone in Muna, but to the verge of 
pilgrimdom; or the sheep may be taken 
for food by the poor to sustain what 
wretched Ufe the cholera may spare. 

Among Christians Thursday @eceding 
Easter is a day of magnificent ceremonial. 


Before 8 a. m. a dense crowd fills the court 
in front of the Holy Sepulchre, covers the 
staircases, outflows upon the roofs and 
balconies and fills every niche which offers 
support for a toe. It is the day of foot- 
washing, and the ceremony takes place on 
a platform in the center of a court, the 
Greek patriarch and 12 priests performing 
it with great pomp and dignity: 

Their robes are magnificent with gold em- 
broidery. Jewels dazzle the eye, tender 
strains of music touchathe heart, and, in 
the clesing moments of the scene, a flock 
of doves drops into the court and oircles 
about the head of the patriarch. 

In the Armenian Church, built on the site 
and largely of the debris of Herod's palace, 
the same ceremony. takes place in the after- 
noon, and, as this church ts the richest and 
most magnificent of all Ortental Christen- 
dom, it is a wonderful pageant, with the 
priests, in dazzling vestments, surrounding 
the patriarch at the high altar, the golden 
lamps, the votive offerings and the gold 
mosaics of the walls. 

Good Friday brings the procession of 
Neby Moussa, In which all male Moham- 
medans must join who can, going out from 
the Mosque of Omar—which has been 
closed to infidels since Wednesday morning 
—passing eastward through St. Stephen's 
gate, the holy green flags fying, bands 
playing, Turkish troops escorting, attended 
by the governor of Jerusalem and the 
Mufti, who Is the head of the Mohammefan 


Church. 


All the Moslem youth of the city, fin su- 
perb robes and on horseback, if rich, on 
foot, if poor, follow this procession down 
the eastern road into the valley of Siloam, 
over the brook Kedrom, past Gethsemane 
and over the south spur of the Mount of 
Olives, winding tn and out among the gray- 
grecn olive and over brown hills Iike a 
wonderful glittering serpent or another 
Crusader army going to worship God at the 
tomb of Moses 

With the procession, which marches 2 
miles and remains a week, may go no. ‘wom- 
en, but Neby Moussa Day is the sole time 
of the year when, if a chance breeze lifts 
a Muslimmi'’s vell and shows her blushing 
loveliness to the brave youths at her feet, 
Allah will forgive. 

While this pageant passes, all devout 
Christendom seems gathering at the Holy 
Sepulchre. It is estimated that this year 
12,000 Greek Christians from Russia are 
seeking salvationin Jerusalem in company 
with 2000 from Egypt, a few hundred from 
India, 800 Americans and about 3000 nonde- 
scripts of various nationalities, all pilgrims 
to the sacred shrine. 

On. the night of Good Friday at least 10,- 

pilgrims lay, sat, stood or kneeled on 
the stone floors and benches, In the gal- 
leries and cloisters, on the balconies and 
roofs and staircases or in the outer court 
of the Church of the Holy Sepulchre—silent, 
prayerful, 
All night the arene 
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immovable, waiting oor. dawn. 
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changed to the triumphal “Christos vosres! 
Christos vosres!”’ (“Christ is risen!) And 
this chorus Is the crowning glory of Greek 
Paster. 

By 2 p. m. of Saturday it generally re- 
quires a cordon of Turkish soldiers to keep 
in check the crowd assembled to witness 
the “miracle” of the Holy Fire. 

At 3 p. m. come the Greek Patriarch 
and his clergy in magnificent robes, with 
banners fiying, crowds crushing back og 
crowds to let the procession pass 
times around the Sepulchre, followed ¢lce> 
ly by the Armenian, Copt and Syrian prei- 
ates, all chanting. At last the Greek Pa- 
triarch stops in front and enters the temb 
alone.

T was too late to cut flooring for our 
cabin, so we lived through the winter 
without it. All we could do was to 

spread spruce boughs on the snowy ground 
and cover them with rubber sheets, tar- 
paulins and blankets. We slept with our 
feet toward th2 fire, for which we had 
built a rude fireplace, to keep them from 
freezing. banked pine necdies and buried 
the feet in them. 


This was fairly successful, though I suf- 
fered terribly from chilblains during the 
early part of the winter. These beds are 
warm, but one gets terribly weary of sleep- 
ing on boughs. 

For pastimes we were able to get a good 
deal of skating and snow-shoeing. Occas- 
jonally a party of prospectors from Coun- 
cil City or other parts of the district would 

come over on dog sieds and make merry 

with us. One visiting party got snowed in 
and were our guests for about ten days.

And, be it un- 
derstood, the words “hot air’’ are used here 
scientifically, not slangily.
